73 Hrs. Afloat 
In Life Jacket

W ith the U. B. Fleet in the South 
Pacific, 
Dec. 3 (Delayed) 
(AP)-— 
Bushy-haired native girls, clad only 
in knce-lcngth skirts and smoking 
clay pipes, greeted plucky Ensign 
Jefferson ll. (Tiny) Carroum. 21, of 
Smackover, 
Arkansas, 
when 
he 
reached their island after 73 hours 
adrift in a life Jacket. 
But, after what the bomber pilot 
had been through in the air and 
sea, his eyes were so swollen he 
scarcely could see to admire them. 
Ensign Carroum s bomber fell into 
the sea after a bitter fighting during 
which it started a Jap ship on its 
way to tile bottom. The plane’s rear 
gunner was believed lost. 
M IDGET PILOT 
For sire. Tiny probably is one 
of the Navy** smallest pilots. He 
barely stretches the required five 
feet four Inches, but for stamina 
and courage he has proven him­ 
self among the best. 
After the long, watery struggle 
for life. Tiny finally found a South 
Sea Garden of Eden w ithin the war 
zone to compensate him self some­ 
w hat for scoring a direct h it on a 
large Japanese transport in the No­ 
vember 13-15 battle of G uadalcanal. 
(The transport subsequently sank.) 
He was forced to abandon his plane 
after it was hit by the anti-aircraft 
fire of an enemy cruiser, then was 
attacked by a Zero. It dropped into 
the ocean from IOO feet up when the 
engine quit 
to drop his landing flaps or slow up 
the plane. 
“I was knocked out by the im­ 
pact with the water.*’ Tiny ex­ 
plained. "The next thing I knew 
I was in water up to my knees 
in the cockpit. 
I managed to 
crawl out on a wing. When the 
plane went under, our liferaft 
caught on the tail and went 
down with it.** 
HAD NIGHTMARES 
During the fight with the Zero, 
Tiny and his gunner had seen 
the dim outline of an island 
about 30 miles away. 
He now 
headed for It. * In the ensuing 
battle with contrary currents, 
Tiny went unconscious for sev­ 
eral hour* at a time. 
Every fish seemed Uke a shark 
to him; he had nightmares; bed 
wake up shouting for his fellow 
pilots; he almost reached land 
time and again only to be car­ 
ried out. 
But little, curly-haired Tiny never 
gave up 
On his first night In the life 
jacket, the only satisfying sight was 
th a t of flames from the burning 
transport, and glowing spots on the 
horizon m arking the locations of 
five others. 
"Finally on the evening of the 
third day I half drifted and half 
awarn into a bay. 
My face was 
swollen and one of my eyes was 
closed.” 
On his second day in th* water, 
Tlny's 
remr-seat ^gunner 
had 
dropped back after urging Tiny 
to go on and find land and then 
send help. 
THROUGH JAGGED CORAL 
Tiny’* last 200 yards before 
reaching 
high 
ground 
was 
through glass-sharp coral which 
cut viciously into his softened 
hands 
and 
feet. 
When 
he 
stumbled 
and 
rolled 
ashore, 
bleeding and exhausted *3 hours 
after being shot down, he provi­ 
dentially feU near a rain pool. 
“I Just lay down and started 
drinking water and fell asleep,” 
Tiny said. 
The next m orning Ills teeth were 
clattering and his eyes were swollen 
shut. He heard natives shouting in 
Oxford English. 
Native boys car­ 
ried him to a village of about 85 
inhabitants. 
There he bathed in 
warm water, had his wounds dressed, 
and was given rice and hot tea. 
Tiny, who once studied at A rkan­ 
sas State Teachers’ college, m ade a 
special point of observing native 
customs during his nine-day so­ 
journ at the village, 
ALL ATTEND CHURCH 
Women and m en dressed alike, 
bare to the waist, and with a short 
skirt to the knee. 
This they kept 
on during daily swims. 
The natives went en masse to the 
Church of England a t dawn and at 
sunset for services by a native m is­ 
sionary. 
On 
Sundays, 
all 
work 
stopped and the day was given over 
to m editation and chewing of sugar 
cane stalks. 
In church, the women 
sat in tile front and sang in a high 
falsetto, while the m en sat in the 
rear mumbling the songs 
The principal food, morning, noon 
and night, was sweet potatoes w ith 
a little beef, fish, banana and pine­ 
apple, cooked in a large communal 
pot. Most ate standing up, cafeteria 
style. 
"Everyone got along just fine in 
this garden of Eden just a short 
distance from the fighting,” said 
Tiny, adding "I didn’t once hear 
anyone raise his voice, and everyone 
was happy and contented and kind.”

MORE LOSSES 


W ashington, Dec. 12 (A P )— Tile 
Navy departm ent announced today 
th a t 1,613 casualties of the Navy, 
M arine Corps and Coast G uard were 
reported to next of kin from No­ 
vember 16-30. 
The casualties, which include dead, 
wounded and missing, brought the 
total reported to next of kin since 
the Pearl H arbor attack to 18,838. 
Of the casualties, 546 were re­ 
ported dead, 660 wounded and 407 
missing. 
T he Navy said th a t some under 
the classification of “m issing” m ight 
be rescued or otherwise report safe. 
Recapitulation 
A recapitulation of casualties to 
date gave the following totals: 
Navy: 4,349 dead; 1,434 wounded; 
8,473 missing; total 14,255. 
M arine Corps: 1,114 dead, 1,370 
wounded; 1,921 missing; total 4,405. 
Coast G uard: 38 dead; 21 wound­ 
ed; 129 missing; total 178. 
The combined totals for these

The bitter “last stand” nature of the fighting which has 
been churning over the New Guinea beaches was illustrated 
by an announcement that the final operations at Gona re­ 
sulted in the killing of at least 4 IO Japanese and the capture 
of only 16 prisoners. 
Additional Japanese casualties were 
still to be reported, the communique said.

enem y guns and a quantity of ammunition also were reported 
captured. 
American troops, after driving a wedge to the sea between 
Buna and Cape Endaiadere, were picking Japanese snipers out 
p f the trees and attem pting to enlarge their advantage by 
attacking enem y entrenchm ents in cocoanut groves. 
Australian divebombers attacked enem y supply dumps 
and installations between Gona and Sanananda and American 
bombers pounded the Buna airdrome.

WILL RECEIVE 
CERTIFICATES 
FOR WAR WORK 


Harrisburg. Dec. 12 (AP)—Penn­ 
sylvania farmers with records of 
outstanding 
war - time 
production 
will be awarded "V” certificates at 
a special ceremony here late this 
month. 
Tile award may be compared to 
the Army and Navy "E” flags given 
for excellence in production to in­ 
dustrial plants, the state agricultural 
adjustment agency said today, and 
will be given to farmers who: "Rep­ 
resent family units typical of the^ 
average patriotic, industrious, frugal 
producers of food in each agricul­ 
tural community." 
The certificates are on white back­ 
ground bearing the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and the AAA 
insignia in blue with a large "V” 
in red. 
The names of the farmer, 
his wife and each member of the 
family who contributed toward an 
outstanding production goal will be 
inscribed. 
All-Out Effort 
The wording will include: 
"In recognition of the devoted 
service to their country of the many 
farm families . . . who, in 1942. in 
spite of difficulties and hardships, 
have maintained or Increased pro­ 
duction of foods essential to victory 
have conserved their soil . . . and 
have wholeheartedly cooperated with 
their neighbors in a united effort 
to meet the national goals for food 
for freedom.’’ 
The representative farmers will 
be chosen by lot from nominations 
made by elected AAA community 
committeeman under the plan which 
M. Clifford Townsend. National AAA 
administrator, said may be extend­ 
ed to other states next year. It was 
not announced how many awards 
will be made. 
The tentative date for the cere­ 
mony, expected to attract farmers 
from all sections of the state, is 
December 28.
